He 
says he must consult his lawyers as to the 
eflect of his statements, and that if he 
concludes to say anything he will say it 
in writing in order that the greatest ac- 
curacy may be observed. He says he will 
go back to Lincoln Monday or Tuesday, 
but hia friends intimate that he may 
locate in Petersburg or somewhere else.

A SPLENDID SPEECH. 


The-Subject, "Ballots or Bullets," 
Ably Discussed by Bev. 


C. S. Smith.

Kov, Charles S. Smith, the able and 


eloquent young representative of the col- 
ored people, whose home is in Blooming- 
ton, where he is engaged in the Methodist 
Sabbath school work, filled his appoint- 
ment nt the tabernacle last night under the 
auspices and for the benefit of the African 
M. E. church. There was an attentive 
and enthusiastic audience of about 300 
people present, and the immljpr would 
have been, greatly augmented had the 
state of the weather been lees unfavorable. 
Ecv. Smith, who spent eight years in thu 
South, from 180S to 1876, is not mors 
than 33 years of ac?<\ He graduated from 
an institution ot learning in Canada, and 
in tho course of hi? speech impressed his 
hearers with the fact that he has received 
a thorough education, and that his men- 
tal training hns been ot tho very best. 


"BATilOTS OB BtLLETS" 


was tho subject of his carefully prepared 
address. 
The paper wns thoughtfully 


arranged, and ai the points wore unfolded 
and enlarged upon it becuma more and 
more apparent that Bev. Smith was a 
master of his subject. He handled it 
skillfully, and it was presented with grout 
force, clothed in faultless language. 


In the beginning Eev. Smith asserted 


that he appeared as the attorney for ],- 
250,000 people, who had felt the yoke of 
oppression, and that his bearers should 
serve as the jury and decide if he was in 
the right or wrong. In order he defined 
the purposes of tho 13th, ULh and 15th 
amendments, and dwelt at length upon 
their meaning, the first making tho slave 
an inhabitant, the second conferring upon 
him civil rights, and the latter putting 
him on a level with-the whites by giving 
him the right to vote. He paid a glowing 
tribute to American liberty, and" drew the 
line where freedom of the ballot is known 
to exist, by declaring that in the eleven 
states south of Mason and Dixon's line full 
freedom is enjoyed only by a self-consti- 
tuted mobocracy and that bravery in that 
section is in reality only brute force. Being 
personally familiar with the social,political 
condition of affairs in the south for sev- 
eral years after the close of the war when 
the reconstruction acts of congress were 
being tested and put in force for the pub- 
lic good, the speaker related some of the 
oppressions practiced by the Ku-Klux and 
similar bull-dozing organizations, formed 
and kept in existence for the sole pur- 
pose of terrorizing the blacks, keeping 
them away from the polls and robbing 
them of the civil and political rights given 
them by the constitution of their country. 
In support of the declaration that the 
rebel spirit is still alive in the south the 
speaker referred in plain words to the re- 
cent outrage at Danville, Va., where to 
keep the blacks from the polls, a white 
rebel inaugurated a riot during which a 
hundred or more red-shirts made n cruel 
assault with shot-guns on a large number 
of negroes, a number of whom were killed 
or injured. The election was carried by 
tho democracy. Then he spoke of the 
Hnzelhnrat outrage in Copiah county, 
Mississippi, where but a few months ago 
the democracy again terrorized their 
equals by resorting to the shot-gun policy. 
"Is the country able to settle the question 
of National Union and universal free- 
dom?" asked the speaker. Ha held that 
it was, and declared that ballots not bul- 
lets should be used to right the wronga 
of his people and give them the privil- 
eges so dearly earned by the late struggle, 
so that the former slaves may know and 
realize that the word freedom means the 
same in South Carolina or Mississippi as 
it does in Illinois or Massachusetts. In 
case it ia proven that in the attempt to 
use the ballot the negroes are still denied 
their right of suffrage. Then citing the 
law, the speaker would have the govern- 
ment call to its aid the militia and see 
that the purity of the ballot box is main- 
tained and that none, white or black, are 
deprived of their privileges in any part of 
the country. 


The speaker digressed to express his 


personal sentiments on the passage of the 
bill by the senate to restore Fitz-John 
Porter to his rank; and with great feeling 
he denounced all who voted for the 
adoption of that bill, and hurled a scath- 
ing malediction at them by declaring 
that he would write on their brows 
"cursed forevormore." 


The peroration was well delivered, as 


was the entire nddres". Kev. Smith at 
times became grandly eloquent, and 
aroused much enthusiasm which found 
expression in frequent applause. 


The speech as a whole was tho best ever 


delivered from the tabernaclo stage. 


The admission fee was 25cents, and tho 


net proceeds foot up 828. The members 
of the church desire the REPUBLICAN to 
return their thanks to the public for their 
generosity in patronizing the lecture.

She got the knife away from 
the boy, but in doing so she received a 
deep cut on her hand. Officers Welty 
and Helmick put the boy in jail. To-day 
his recognizance in the sum of S100 was 
given up by the father of the lad, and he 
will remain a prisoner until the coming 
term of court.

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"MEMORIAL SQUARE." 


Important Action Taken Last Evening 


by Dunnam Post G. A. R. 


BBSOIDTIONS ADOPTED AND A COMMITTEE 


APPOINTED. 


An informal meeting of members o* 


Dunham Poet No. 141, G. A. B., was held 
last night at their hall, for the purpose of 
talking over the matter of raising a fund 
of 83,000 to 810,000, to be used to place a 
memorial monument in the centre of the 
old square, the shaft to be surmounted 
by a statue of Commodore Decatur, after 
whom this city was named. There were 
iibout 30 members present, and the chair- 
man was Capt. G. S. Durfee, Post Com- 
mander; secretary, Cnpt.

of the government of the United States in 
wbica the soldier was engaged. 


Resolved, That the figure surmounting 


the tablet would appropriately adorn and 
link the struggle for liberty with later 
events of supremacy of Union by erecting 
thereon the statue of Oommodore Deoatur. 


Resolved, That we suggest these out- 


lines with no spirit of dictation to the 
public; bub as citizens having a general 
pride in the patriotism of our homes, in 
the beautifying of our city, and in a pub- 
lic monument for future reference of the 
patriotism of our mothers and for the 
devotion of their loyal eons for a united 
country. 


THE DISCUSSION. 


Pending the adoption of the resolutions 


Comrade Fuller stated that the names ot 
all soldiers of this county, living and 
dead, who had served their country in the 
late Rebellion, and in the Mexican, Black 
Hawk and Indian wars, should be placed 
on the tablet. The base should be large 
enough to give am pie room for names of the 
2300 volunteers this county furnished and 
also on suggestion of Comrade Kanan to 
add the names of all soldiers who had 
enlisted in other counties and states who 
had died in this county or are now living 
in this county, intending to make it their 
permanent home. Comrade Fuller's idea 
is that the four sides should be cut out, 
and the role of honor placed on parch- 
ment paper in large white letters on black 
backgrouad.so that the names can be easily 
read from the outside of the railing de- 
signed to enclose the monument, the 
parchment to be covered with glass and 
hermetically sealed; one side of the slab 
to be left blank so that other names may 
be added in years to come. He didn't 
think the city could object to the erecting 
of the memorial as the Grand Army 
Posts and the people would pay the bill. 
He thought it would be an easy matter to 
raise from 33,000 to $5,000 for the monu- 
ment, which would be alike creditable to 
the city and the soldiery, Comrades 
Muzzy, Lytle and Steele spoke in sup- 
port of the resolution. 


Comrade Trowbridge had not given the 


matter but a few moments consideration, 
but he was heartily in favor of the propo- 
sition, and didn't think there would be a 
dissenting voice. There could be no 
question of its propriety. Ho suggested 
that a suitable stone, of any desired size, 
could be procured from Mexico, and de- 
clared that §510,000 or even a greater sum 
could be raised in the county, for have 
we not numerous ohnrches which are 
monuments of the alms-giving of the pub- 
lic. It is proper that the memorial sug- 
gested should be erected, and every sol- 
dier and citizen should deem it a privilege 
to contribute generously to the expense.

The 
bill had, practically, no opposition, 
and the talk of Oglasby "dodging" 
the vote \vhen he was a thousand 
miles away, and did not know when 
it would come up for consideration 
is too foolish to emanate from any 
sensible source. 


In February, 1879, when the Sen- 


ate had under discussion the bill ap- 
propriating moneys for payment of 
arrears of pensions, and they were 
attempting to limit the time to one 
year and a half within tthichsoldiers 
could make application for arrears, 
Senator Oglesby offered an amend- 
ment, and spoke in support thereof, 
extending tho time for applications 
to live years. If he had been op- 
posed to the bill in the first instance 
he would hardly have taken the 
trouble to broaden its scope by giv- 
ing applicants so much more time in 
which to take advantage of the law. 
The charge is very diaphanous, in- 
deed, and nobody but a very "young" 
politician would have made it.

Legal Decisions, 


In Augnst, 1882, G. and W. en- 


tered into contract according to 
which G. was to pay W. $100 
for 


the privilege of buying from him 
100 bales of choice hops of the crop 
of 1882, to be delivered at the for- 
mer's store on or before January 1st, 
1883. 
The price was to be 50 cents 


per pound whenever the hops were 
tendered, provided G. accepted them; 
he, however, had the privilege of re- 
fusing to buy, and if he refused, he 
was to forfeit $100. 
Hops went up, 


W. refused to deliver according to 
contract, and G. entered suit, in 
which Judge Bloigett, in the United 
States Circuit Court at Chicago held 
the contract void on the ground that 
it was a gambling contract. It was, 
he said, an 
agreement by which 


plaintiff acquired an option at a fu- 
ture day to buy a quantity of hops, 
and the only penalty thereunder was 
forfeiture. 
There was no obligation 


to take the hops, and the contract 
was, therefore, in his opinion, a mere 
bet of $100 as to whether the plain- 
tiff would, at the expiration of a cer- 
tain time, take the hops or forfeit 
$100. 


The Supreme Court of Illinois, in 


the case of Durand vs. Weightman, 
hold that a voluntary settlement of 
property by a husband upon his 
wife can be assailed only by existing 
creditors. This was a case where a 
husband conveyed land to his wife 
ns a voluntary settlement for her fu- 
ture maintenance, retaining at the 
same time personal property simply 
sufficient to discharge all hia liabil- 
ities in good faith, without any in- 
tention thereby to defraud any ex- 
isting or subsequent creditors. 
The 


court held that, under the circum- 
stances, the conveyance was good as 
against subsequent creditors acquir- 
ing their claims some three years af- 
terward.

Carpenter will not return to Lincoln 


until Tuesday next.

gaux on account of the high seas and her 
own rudderless condition.

The 
steamer Oregon on the ISth took off three 
cabin and forty-five steerage passengers, 
who returned to England. On the even- 
ing of the 18th another heavy north- 
wester raised the waves to a mountain- 
ous height, rolled and pitched the vessel 
and threatened to swamp her. There 
was great terror on board, and at times 
the steamer's 
boilers shook in their 


stands, and it seemed certain they would 
break loose, Saturday last, when about 
250 miles from Halifax, the steamer Cal- 
edonia, after some demur, took her in 
tow and brought her safely to port. The 
Margaux is a magnificently equipped 
boat and intended for direct *iew York 
trade.
